Evans Explains Purpose 
of New System. 


BY ARTHUR EVANS. 

Junior high schools, Chicago's new 
policy, are regarded by leading edu- 
cators as one of the great phases of 
the forward movement towards a more 
democratic and flexible type of schoo!- 
ing. They have passed the experi- 
mental stage, and are neither a fad 
nor a revolutionary departure. In the 
last dozen years they have spread unt!) 
70 per cent of the cities of 160,000 
population and over have either es- 
tablished junior highs or are pianning 
to inaugurate them, while in the small. 
er cities they are growing rapidiy. 

New York in six years has instaiied 
forty-three junior highs. Boston has 
fifteen. Cleveland, Kansas Ciry, De- 
troit, Grand Rapids, Pittsburgh, Ro- 
chester and other cities have put them 


in with marked success, The dureau 


of education in Washington in a recent 
survey of schools in .676 cities, says, 
“In mo case, so far as the records of 
this bureau show, has any real junior 
high school been considered a failyvre.” 


The Board's Pian. \ 


Chicago is among the last of the 
great centers to adopt the new plan of 
school organization, and the intention 
of the board of education is to start 
off by opening five new junior high 
schools next fall. 

“What is the new system?” parents 
are asking. It is an adjustment of the 
schools to the complexities of modern 
life. The old type eight grade ele 
mentary school, which has been little 
changed in organization since 1848, 
served its purposes well when the taree 
R’s were the chief pursuit of ‘teacher 
and pupils. | 

Nowadays the school not only has to 
teach the fundamentals but it has 
many responsibilities undreamed of in 
older times. Such as the matter of 
the pupil's teeth and eyes and health, 
his recreations, his training for citizen- 
thip, for home and for vocation.- In- 
stead of shoving him into the ancient 
“blind alley” when school days end, 
one objective of the new type of edu- 
cation is that of aiding the pupil to 
“ find his place in society.” 

The junior high school embraces the 
seventh, eighth, and ninth grades. The 
system is put on a “ 6-3-3” basis, mean- 
ing a six year elementary, three year 
intermediate, and three year high 
school system. 

The System's Alm. 

In the last ten years or so the out- 
standing feature of American educa- 
lion has been the development of the 
high school, The great growth and 
opread has been at the top. The junior 


‘high school is devised to let some of 


the new advantages offered in the mod- 
ern high school percolate to the lower 
grades, especially for the benefit of 
the pupil who has to drop out in thé 
#ighth or ninth grades. Another aim 
is to prolong the educational life of 
pupils by offering them a more attrac- 


tive curriculum that may inducé them.

LO, T. H., May 24.-—[By the As- 
sociated Press.]-—-The greatest display 
of Yulcanism from Halemaumau, the 
hottest crater in the volcano of Ki- 
lauea, of the week came at 9:13 this 
morning, when there was a men- 
dous eruption lasting fifteen minutes.

The’ oftener you hear 
him speak the more delightedly you 
observe that the first sentence of the 
speech is iikely to be an answer to the 
implied question, “What are we here 
for? ”’ 

He did that beautifully—the answer 
to the “what are we here for” I 
mean—in the little gem of a speech 
he made at Fairhaven upon the occa- 
sion of a ceremony which crowned one 
of the most romantic and touching 
episodes in the annals of New England 
—the episode of Capt. Whitefield and 
the Japanese boy and the Samurai 
sword. That noble speech began with 
these eleven words and they released 
and defined the whole spirit of the oc- 
casion: 


“We have met to assess the dimen- 
sions of a kind deed.” 

“ Fundamental” His Holy Grail. 

If he is speaking at a meeting held 
to honor some great name or great 
service, still his passion for definition, 
for searching out a fundamental, will 
assert itself. 

“Why,” he asks his audience, if not 
in so many words at least in intima- 
tions, “why are we here to honor 
this deed or this mame?” Then will 
come the answer, not in tMmtimations 
but in forcible epigram, thus— 

“Honor compels that honor be frec- 
ognized.”

The “ideal section” of the Lincoln 
highway, completed within the last

Usually they refer to it with such 
comment as “the finest stretch” of, 
the transcontinental road between New 
York and San Francisco. It is just 
east of Dyer, in Lake county, Ind. 
and extends’ for a distance of about 
two miles. Theré the highway has a 
right of way of 100 feet. 


Contrast with M[linois. 


The pavement. itself is 40 feet wide 
and 10 inches thick. Its merits sus- 
tain its reputation. It is a splendid 
piece of country highway. In contrast 
with what Cook county and the state 
of Illinois have provided in gateways 
to Chicago, thig bit of roadway prop- 
erly may be described as excellent. For 
the most part Llinois roads are 13 
feet wide—a few for limited distances 
leading into Chicago being wider, but 
none of them 40 feet wide.

HOPE FOR CANCER 
CURE FROM COAL 
TAR INFECTION 


New Method Success, 
Savants Say. 


New York, May 24.—{Special.]—Ex- 
tensive experiments with. animals at 
the Crocker institute, in codperation 
with the American Society for the Con- 
trol of Cancer during the last year, 
may lead to the discovery of a way 
to cure cancer, it was announced to- 


of the institute and member of the 
executive committee of the society. 

According to Dr. Wood, isolated re- 
coveries from cancer have been report- 
ed, but it is the hope of the organiza- 
tion to cure a majority of cases. 

Mice and«rats experimented on by 
the hundreds have proved to be in- 
fected by coal tar, and it is hoped the 
discovery of a way to reduce the dis- 
ease will lead to the control of it. 

“More than 10,000 mice and rats 
have been subjected to coal tar and 
injections,” Dr. Wood said. “We ex- 
pect that within a few weeks we will 
be able to make a definite report re- 
garding a means for curing cancer. 
The rats have developed cancer’ 
through the application of coal tar to 
their bodies, and the mice, when cer- 
tain irritants have been injected, have 
developed an internal manifestation of 
the disease.” 

During the last year the society dis- 
tributed more than 2,500,000 pamphlets. 
It is estimated that more than 10,000 
people have been given rudimentary 
instruction in the symptoms of the dis- 
ease and that the education has been 
widespread. 

According to Dr. George A. Soper, 
managing director of the society, the 
society is gradually overcoming the 
fear of cancer and has, through its 
education and discussion, assisted in 
the recognition of symptoms and prop- 
er treatment.

Théy are still 
skeptical that the motors will prove in 
practice what is expected. 

Will Take No Chances. 

While Dr. Eckener asserts that the 
Zeppelin will never start for America 
until the motors are thoroughly 
proven, it is pointed out that even 
should the motors do eighty hours suc- 
cessfully on the stands, only actual 
experience and long, continuous flights 
can prove the motor, and finally that 
the trans-Atlantic flight should not 
be attempted until the engines. have 
been given a more thorough test than 
that on the blocks. 

Dr, Eckener realizes, however, that 
the future of lighter than air craft in 
America depends greatly on this flight, 
and asserts he will take no chances.

PAY A CENT FOR 


ADVICE ON BONUS 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. 1} 
Washington, D. C., May 24—{Spe- 
cial.J-——" Don’t pay a cent to any one 
to help you get your bonus.” 7 
That warning was issued totay at 
the war department when it became 
known that already sharks were lying 
in wait in Washington, to 


grab $10 from each veteran for “ ex-| 


pert services” in obtaining the bonus. 

The Disabled American Veterans as- 
sociation exposed the tricksters, and 
a few well chosen words from officials 
caused them to abandon the plans to 
bunk the veterans. 

Government officials, however, real- 
ize that similar efforts will be made 
all over the country, and consequently 
issued the warning. 

It is against the law to charge a 
veteran any fee whatsoever tn connec- 
tion with getting the bonus. Section 
309 of the bonus law reads: 

“ Any person who charges or collects, 
or attempts to charge or collect, 
either directly or indirectly, any fee 
or other compensation for assisting in 
any manner a vetéran or his depend- 
ents in obtaining any of the benefits, 
privileges or loans to whicb he Is en- 
titled under the provisions of this act, 
| shall, upon conviction thereof, be sub- 
| ject to a fine of not more than $500, or 
imprisonment for not more than one 
year, or both,”

Dair ymen’s Views _ 
Vary on Cause of 
Milk Price Slump 


Overproduction Is One 
Theory; Another Is | 
Inadequate Tariff.

sota, and Wisconsin, business men all | 
along the way claimed to be feeling 
the effects of the reduction in price of 
dairy products, and many beef cattle 
breeders wonder if they will soon find 
it more profitable to stop selling cream 
and start to feed the milk to their 
calves, pigs. and chickens. | 

Up in Minnesota farmers and agri- 
eultural and market experts are rather 
discouraged over the dairyman’s out- 
look. In that state, where dairying 
hag been expanded during the last few 
years at a rapid rate and many new 
dairy farmers have not become as well 
established as dairymen are in older 
sections, farmers have a variety of 
explanations for the present situation. 
Many of them charge much of their 
price cut to inadequate tariff, while 
others think it is due to overproduc- 
tion. 

Scouts Overproduction Talk. 

In Wisconsin dairy farmers seem to 
be less discouraged and the overpro- 
tion theory is given little credit by 
agricultural college authorities at the 
state university. 

“T’m not the least worried about 
overproduction in this country so long 
as human population outruns cow 
population, ag it is doing today,” said 
K. L. Hatch of the dairy department. 
“Since 1890 the ratio of cow to hu- 
man population has steadily dropped 
from 264 cows to each 1,000 until to- 
day there are but 221 cows per 1,000 
of population. | During the last year 
this ratio has changed form 222 to 221. 
It must be remembered that dairying is | 
strictly a domestic industry and that | 
so long as consumers of milk increase | 
in numbers more rapidly than the cows | 
which produce it, there is no domestic | 
overproduction—providing, of course, 


ceptibly from year to year.”

The net increase 
for the United States over 1923 is only 
240,000 cows, whose product is hardly 
more than enough for a million people, 
while the human population has in- 
creased 1,420,000 in the same time. 

So the reasons for the present sharp 
declines, he briefly sums up, are not 
to be found in overproduction, but 
rather in relatively small accumulated 
stocks of canned milk, large and in- 
creasing arrivals of foreign buttcr and 
cheese, and a demoralizing currency 
which encourages speculation in Amet- 
icarl dollars. “ Added te this,” he said, 
“is the false psycholegy of overrro- 
duction which can most easily be used 
by speculators who would replace de- 
pleted stocks with lower price goods.” 

Industrial Demand Cut. 

Decrease in the consumption of fluid 
milk in industrial centers where fac- 
tories are cutting down on the number 
of men is also considered an important 
factor in pushing down the price of 
dairy products. The noticeable surplus 
of milk for this‘time of year hag had 
a tendency to-cut the price to the pro- 
Aucers without a corresponding reduc- 
tion in the retail price to consumers. 

Tt is also pointed out that conden-

series are switching from the canning 
of milk to the handling of cream and 
making of butter, coming into compe- 
tition with the regular channels of 
trade in the distribution of butter and 
ice cream. 

Farmers in Denmark, England’s but- 
ter farm, have been eating butter sub- 
stitutes and dumping their surplus but- 
ter in New York when there was a 
shrinkage in the rate of exchange and 
the 8 cent tariff was wiped out. 

“ Build the tariff wall higher,” yelled 
many dairymen in Minnesota, and 
they sent a man to Washington to 
have it done. 

Vegetable oil brought in from for- 
eign countries is another stump to be 
plowed around in the dairymen’s field. 

“We use as much vegetable oil for 
the replacemént of butter as we do 
butterfat in this country,” according 
to Mr. Hatch. “ The tariff on vegeta- 
ble oils [4s I remember it] is about 2 
cents a pound and the tariff on butter 
is 8 cents a pound. In order to get 
protection from any tariff—so long ds 
vegetable oils in the form of butter 
substitutes are in ‘competition with 
genuine butter—the vegetable oil tariff 
ought to be equal to that of butter.” 
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Minnesota Farmer. 


Gives His Land 
ing Crops 


“AIRMONT, Minn. — [Special] — 
Approximately 5,000 acres of can- 
ning crops «will ‘be grown. this 
season by Martin county farmers 


within a radius of fifteen miles around | 


Fairmont. This is double the acreage 
of sweet corn, peas, lima beans, and 
pumpkins grown last year. 

When farmers in this county began 
four years ago to look around for crops 


that would give a bigger return on

Three years ago they began 
with peas, so that if they failed with 
corn they would have a crop left to 
kéep the canning factory going. Then 
lima beans, pumpkins, and squashes 
were added to the list. 

The demand for their products in- 
creased, until last year they grew 1,400 
acres of sweet corn and 700 acres of

the most practical of all fashionable choices. 


That we ourselves are due for a more passionate 
zeal on the subject is indicated by the crowds of 
knitted costumes which’ are now displayed. These 
cover an almost inconceivable range of weave, orna- 
mentation, and outline.

VERY one concedes that early 
American furniture is incompara- 
bly lovely, and all admire its gra- 
cious qualities. Until recent 

years, however, it was impossible for 
those of average means to know the 
joy of possessing pieces of this sort. 


- ‘The originals were far too expensive. 


Nowadays there are modern factories 
which make copies of old furniture to 
be sold at moderate prices. This puts 
them within the reach of almost any 
one, so that the entire house may be 
fitted out in quaint old style. The re 
sult is sure to have a pleas- 


| ant, homelike quality. 


One factory I know of makes excep- 
tionally delightful things. Faithful re- 
preductiong of Colonial and Sheraton 
furniture the specialty. None of 
the pieces are mongrelized, as they are 
in some places, but are copied from 
authentic models.

These are 
set on cabriole legs and finished with 
polished brass hardware, Where 
everything is on a small scale, mahog- 
any lowboys, with three small. deep 
drawers and two larger, shallow ones, 
set on cabriole legs with claw and ball 
feet, may be used. These may serve 
as dressing ‘tables, with mirror hung 
above, in place of more cumbersome 
buffets, in dining rooms or ag consoles 
placed in hallways.

When we draw back our finger from something hot, or 
shut our eye to avoid a blow from a rebounding branch, we 
do not will the actfon; and this is more or less the case, prob- 
ably, when a young mammal sucks its motrer for the first 
time. Some mound birds of Celebes lay their eggs in warm 
volcanic ash by the shore of the sea, others in a great mass 
of fermenting vegetation; it is inborn in the newly hatched 
bird to struggle out as quickly as it can from such a strange 
nest, else it will suffocate. If it stops struggling too soon, it 
perishes, for it seems that tre trigger of the instinct cannot 
be pulled twice. Similarly, when the eggs of the turtle that 
have been laid in the sand of the shore hatch out, the young 
ones make instinctively for tre sea. Some of the crocodiles 
bury their eggs two feet or so below the surface,,among sand 
and decaying vegetation—an awkward situation for a birth- 
place.

UT how are we to know when to credit the animal with

Why Get Excited? 

There is nothing about the play to 
inspire resentment. It is a sincere 
work.

If 
the play has any propagandic value 
at all it certainly will discourage the 
intermarrying of the races.

The Prize Play Row. 


Another teapot tempest broke last 
week. And as quickly bubbled itself 
out. 

The Pulitzer prize for the best Amef- 
ican play of 1923 was given, as I wrote 
you last week, to “ Hell-Bent fer Heav- 
en,” a story of the Blue Ridge moun- 
tains written by Hatcher Hughes, a 
drama professor at Columbia. 

Now it appears that the subcommit- 
tee, the jury, so-called, selected by the 
prize committee to name the best play, 
really recommended George Kelly’s 
“The Show-Off” for the prize. 

This play selecting jury is composed 
of William Lyon Phelp. of Yale uni- 
versity, Owen Johnson, novelist, and 
Clayton Hamilton of Columbia. Mr. 
Phelps gave his first vote to Lee Wil- 
son Dodd’s ‘“‘ The Changelings,” which 
Henry Miller has been playing this sea- 
son, and named “ The Show-Off”” as his 
second choice, 

Mr. Johnson named “ The Show-Off” 
and had no second choice, and Prof. 
Hamilton favored ‘“Hell-Bent fer 
Heaven” as his first choice and “ The 
Show-Off” as his second. 

“The Show-Off,”’ therefore, bad one 
first and two seconds and it made the 
Messrs. Phelps and Johnson pretty 
mad when the “ Hell-Bent” play was 
given the honor. The facts that the 
Pulitzer committee is a Columbia com- 
mittée, and the Pulitzér prizes awards 
from the Pulitzer School of Journalism 
at Columbia, and that Judge Hamilton, 
a Columbia judge, ‘voted for the play 
written by Prof. Hughes of the Colum- 
bia faculty, naturally make it look as 
though a little favoritism might have 
crept into the awarding of the prize. 

But, as it happens, both “ The Show- 
Off” and “Hell-Bent” are exception;

When the eyebrows are light in color 
and poor in growth as shown on figure 
6, they indicate extreme shyness and 
self-consciousness which tend to sup- 
press desires and prevent their proper 
satisfaction.

Until that promised day when static 


erasers keep the far radio programs 
rubbed free of noisy electrical im- 
pulses, it might be profitable generally 
to adopt the preceding as a slogan. 
Five hundred mile programs—received 
clearly—as means of a summer eve- 
ning entertainment reaily do consti- 
tute a worth while accomplishmenc 
for any radio set. And those who must 
receive farther than that are placed 
badly indeed in the matter of human 
distribution. : 

For those situated near large cities, 
static presents little worry—the home 
offerings ever are at command despite 
atmospheric distemper; but there are 
thousands situated from 100 to 600 
miles from radio cast centers with reg- 
ular programs, and to these summer 
radio presents the greater problem. 
Granted a good’receiver is at hand, 
there are several little tricks that will 
give Old Man Rumble a hard road to 
travel into the amplifiers. 

Ground “ Aerial” Big Help. 

One of these exemplified its value 
last Saturday night. At 7 p. m. WOC 
came in weakly through heavy static, 
the trains lasting a second or more 
and less than a second apart. Daven- 
port, St. Louis and KDKA being the 
usual mediums of test ~- our “lab,” 
it became at once apparent that far 
programs would not do off the aerial. 
Being biessed with two grounds, sep- 
arated at their contact with earth by 
about thirty feet, the aerial was 
ditched, and a second ground installed 
in its place.

Why is it that tonight we can hear 
all the stations to the west of us in’ 
splendid shape and then a week later 
we cannot hear anything? The follow- 
ing week may be superb reception to 
the east, but western stations are abso- 
lutely blanketed by a mysterious radio 
silence. I have in mind the variations 
in radio signal strength which cccur 
day by day or week by week and not 
the short variations which are caused 
by fading. 


Moon’s Phases Responsible. 


I have only seen one article which 
lays this variation at the right aoor 
and this article did not attempt to ex- 
plain the reason. I am going to point 


ations. As for the theory, I am going 
to “ask my readers to supply one and 
I shall only hint at possible explana- 
tions. ; 

Nightly variations in radio signals 
occur with the changes in the moon’s 
phase. This seems to be a strange and 
poasibly remarkable statement to 
make, but even the crudest observa- 
tion will verify this fact. If you have 
not already made this test, note the 
character of your radio receptive and 
check it against the position vf the 
moon. 

In my observation it is a wel! estab- 
lished generality that radio reception is 
best during the period of full racon or 
during that period when the light from 
the moon most directly covers the area 
of radio reception. Many a iime I 
have been able to sit at my recciving 
set listening to signais and at thecsame 
time watch the moon rise in the east. 
As the moon first appeared [ -vuld 
notice an excellent reception from sta- 
tions to the east of me. As the moon 
rose higher in the heavens and the re- 
flected light covered a. larger area of 
the earth’s surface I heard more sig-/ 
nals coming from this area with eve 
increasing signal strength. When the 
moon came more directly overhead the 
signals from the west and southwest 
improved. Reception became best 
when the moon reflected light vertica)- 
ly over the area in which the receiving 
and transmitting stations were located, 


Changes with the Moon. 


This is a nightly variation ard due 
to the fact that the moon’s position in 
the heavens varies with its p.hases, 
you wi!l observe that the reception 
changes with the phases. In the first 
quarter the reception is best in the 
early evening and the signals are gen- 
erally loudest from stations in the west. 
As the moon changes its phase from 
the first quarter around to the full 
moon the reception becomes better 
later in the evening when the t.oon 
is at its full height. This change in 
reception is approximately fifty min- 
utes later each evening just as the iides 
of the ocean vary fifty minutes. At

This variation does not 
take into consideration any static or 
local conditions. As a general ruie, I 
have been able to predict the receiv- 
ing conditions and be right about 75 
per cent of the time. 

Although I have not had opportunity 
to study these conditions carefully in 
any place other than Hartford, Conn., 
I do know that the conditions will 
necessarily vary slightly with latitude.

time of reception. If conditions on a 
-ertain evening are best at 8 o'clock 
in Hartford, Conn., which is approxi- 
mately the seventy-second degree, then 
conditions in Denver will not be at 
the maximum until two hours later. 


Why the Big Question. 

So far I have stated the general 
facts of the case, and your own ob- 
servation will bear out these facts. 
As to why the position of the moon 
should vary radio reception is an- 
other story. In the first place, the 
moon has absolutely no effect on the 
loud local signals, nor does it have 
any effect whatsoever on what I call 
reliable communication signals. A re- 
liable communication signal is that 
signal which can be depended upon 
with a factor of safety for daylight 
communication. If one considers this 
a standard of reception, then fading 
becomes a very simple explanation. 
The signals, instead of “fading out,” 
fade in, with an added degree of loud- 
ness over the normal strength of day- 
light reception. (I speak semi-humor- 
ously, as I have still not explained 


what makes the signals “fade in.”) 

‘It is a well known fact that day- 
light reduces the range of a station 
over What this same station can do 
at night. Why the sunlight direct 
from the sun will first reduce signal 
strength, and then this same light, re- 
flected from the moon will increase it, 
is a difficult problem. It may be that 
gravitational or electronic lines of 
force from the earth to the sun, the 
earth to the moon, and: the sun to 
the moon set up certain interference 
bands which improve or lower the re- 
sistance of radio transmission. If 
these same interference bands vary, 
we have a simple explanation of fad- 
ing. On the other hand, the action 
may not be due to lines of force at all. 
A possible theory might be evolved 
in connection with the difference be- 
tween the direct sunlight, with its 
ionizing properties, against the re- 
flected light, which has had these 
characteristics removed in the process 
of reflection. 


Possibly a theory can be evolved 
around the disturbance of the so-called 


i 


Heaviside layer. During the day this 
Heaviside layer is supposed to en- 
velop the earth at a height of about 
fifty miles. This may act as a “ radio 
ceiling’ and cause the transmission 
waves to be reflected and broken up. 
At night the reflected light from the 
moon may alter the characteristics of 
the Heaviside layer so that the waves 
are subjected to less reflection and in- 
terference. 


I should really like to see actual ob- 
servation started all over the country, 
under the auspices of some national 
organization. The result of a series of 
observations would undoubtedly lead 
to a theory. If you have any sugges- 
tions to make, I should be very much 
pleased to receive them and will in- 
corporate them as far as possible into 
a national observation scheme. 

Benefits from such a scheme and 
observation may be manifold, but one 
of the most obvious things is that 
the United States. weather bureau 
could predict the radio weather just 
as accurately as the present weather 
conditions are foretold.

LONDON, May 23.—The interest in 
trans-Atlantic wireless telephone ex- 
periments called forth an authoritative 


statément tonight which explained 
that the recent’ advances had been 
due to various inventions, particularly 
the thermionic valve, or tube. As a 
result the possibility of linking up the 
American and European telephone sys- 
tems by wireless was brought dis- 
tinctly nearer. Such a linking up is 
quite impracticable with the existing 
type of submarine cables. 

The research departments of the 
American Telephone and Telegraph 
company and the Radio Corporation 
of America made a successful attempt 
to bridge the Atlantic by wireless tele- 
phone in January, 1923, and on that 
occasion the officials of the American 
Telephone and Telegraph company 
speaking in New York were heard 
clearly by a large audience at the 
Western Electric company’s works at 
New Southgate.
